RECORD  OF  TOWN  MEETING 
March    9,  1993 


The  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Madbury,  County  of  Strafford,  and 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  was  called  to  order  at  1 :00  P.M.  by  Moderator  Donald 
W.  Melvin.  The  polls  were  declared  open  and  the  following  Ballot  Clerks  were 
sworn  in  by  the  Moderator:

Moderator  Melvin  called  the  evening  session  of  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:30  P.M. 
The  assembled  citizens  (seventy  or  so)  stood  for  a  moment  of  silence  for  those  Mad- 
bury residents  who  died  during  1992.  They  included:  William  H.  Drew,  Paul  O. 
Comtois,  Harry  C.  Cheney  Jr.,  Joseph  A.  LaFerriere,  Kenneth  I.  Tibbetts,  Edna  P. 
Twombly,  and  Alice  Helen  Putney.  Everyone  joined  in  reciting  the  Pledge  of 
Allegiance. 


ARTICLE  1.     The  following  Town  Officers  were  elected  by  ballot: 

Selectman  for  the  ensuing  three  years Bruce  E.  Hodsdon 

Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year John  W.  Printy 

Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  the  ensuing  three  years 

Katherine  Morong 

Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year Betsy  J.  Booth  and 

Barbara  G.  Houston 
(Sample  ballot  on  file) 

ARTICLE  2.  Woody  Eraser  moved  and  Robert  Houston  Jr.  seconded  a  motion  to 
authorize  the  Selectment  to  choose  all  other  Town  Officers.  There 
being  no  discussion,  the  Moderator  called  for  a  vote.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  3.  David  Penniman  moved  and  Carol  Loughlin  seconded  a  motion  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  monies  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
No  questions  or  comments  again,  a  vote  was  taken.  PASSED 


ARTICLE  4.  It  was  moved  by  Selectman  Richard  Houghton  and  seconded  by 
Alfred  Grimes  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand 
Dollars  ($10,000)  for  the  existing  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  in 
Article  8  at  the  1988  Town  Meeting  for  the  Cemetery  Fund,  and  fur- 
ther to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  act  as  agents  to  withdraw  and  ex- 
pend from  this  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  Al  Grimes,  Cemetery  Commit- 
tee Chair,  gave  a  report  complete  with  a  plot  plan  of  Madbury's 
future  Municipal  Cemetery. 


The  proposed  layout  showed  approximately  350  sites  arranged  in 
concentric  circles  around  a  raised  mound  which  may  support  a 
flagpole.  Al  explained  that  the  Committee  expects  $8,000.00  to 
$9,000.00  will  be  spent  this  spring/summer  for  site  preparation  and 
engineering.  This  summer  will  also  be  spent  setting  policies,  lot 
prices,  etc.  Certainly  the  Committee's  original  date  of  completion 
(1995)  should  easily  be  met.  After  only  a  few  questions  from 
residents  a  vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  5.  Selectman  Jay  Moriarty  moved  and  Joan  Sundberg  seconded  a  mo- 
tion to  raise  and  appropriate  ($10,000.00)  for  the  existing  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  created  in  Article  6  at  the  1991  Town  Meeting  for  the 
purpose  of  the  Revaluation  of  Properties  in  the  Town  of  Madbury 
and  further  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  act  as  agents  to  withdraw 
and  expend  from  this  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  Jay  explained  that  this 
amount  should  complete  the  funds  needed  to  finish  the  project 
($25,000.00  total  raised  over  three  years.)  The  Revaluation  is  cur- 
rently being  conducted  and  is  expected  to  be  completed  and  in  effect 
for  the  Tax  Year  beginning  April  1,1994.  There  were  no  questions 
from  the  voters.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  6.  Selectman  Richard  Houghton  moved  and  Sylvia  Grimes  seconded  a 
motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars 
($15,000.00)  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  expend  these  funds 
to  purchase  a  parcel  of  land  adjacent  to  the  Town  Hall  Property. 
Selectman  Houghton  said  that  several  Boards  of  Selectmen  have  been 
interested  in  purchasing  this  piece  of  land  (aprox.  13  acres)  in  order 
to  enlarge  the  Town's  Civic  District.  Houghton  explained  that  a  Pur- 
chase and  Sales  Agreement  with  Jesse  and  June  Gangwer  has  been 
signed  subject  to  Town  Meeting  approval.  There  being  no  questions 
or  discussion,  a  vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  7.  Selectman  Bruce  Hodsdon  moved  and  Barbara  Houston  seconded  a 
motion  to  adopt  the  proposed  budget  of  $562,565.00  Bruce  pointed 
out  that  this  figure  already  included  the  amounts  voted  on  in  Articles 
4,5,  and  6.  Questions  mostly  concerned  roadwork.  At  the  urging  of 
several  residents  of  Evans  Road  the  Board  of  Selectmen  will  hold  an 
informal  meeting  with  them  regarding  the  current  and  future  condi- 
tions of  their  road.  Joan  Sundberg  expressed  concerns  with  the  in- 
tersection of  Freshet  Road  and  Route  108.  Selectman  Moriarty  said 
that  Madbury  cannot  do  very  much  to  that  intersection  since  it  is  a 
state  road.  State  Senator  Jeanne  Shaheen  offered  to  bring  Madbury's 
concerns  to  the  State  Department  of  Transportation.  Gray  Cornwell 
of  Nute  Road  requested  that  Nute  Road  not  be  improved  any  further 
on  his  account;  the  condition  of  the  unimproved  section  of  the  road 
(in  front  of  his  property)  tends  to  keep  speed  down!  With  no  further 
questions  or  discussion  the  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  on  the  pro- 
posed budget  of  $562,565.00  for  1993.  PASSED 


ARTICLE  8.  Craig  Seaver  moved  and  Robert  Houston  Jr.  seconded  a  motion  to 
retain  the  unexpended  portion  of  the  1993  Conservation  ap- 
propriation, said  monies  to  be  placed  in  the  Madbury  Conservation 
Fund.  Seaver  explained  that  this  Article  must  appear  each  year  in 
the  Annual  Town  Warrant  by  state  law.  After  very  little  discussion 
a  vote  was  taken  on  this  Article.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  9.  Selectman  Bruce  Hodsdon  moved  and  Carol  Loughlin  seconded  a 
motion  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend, 
without  further  action  by  the  Town  Meeting  money  from  the  State, 
Federal,  or  Governmental  unit  or  private  source  which  may  become 
available  during  the  fiscal  year  in  accordance  with  the  procedures 
set  forth  in  RSA  3 1 :95-b.  Hodsdon  explained  that  this  is  another  of 
the  "boiler  plate  articles"  that  must  appear  annually  on  Town  War- 
rants. Last  year  Madbury  received  $4500  in  disaster  aid  for 
townwide  cleanup  after  Hurrican  Bob,  which  actually  occured  in 
August,  1991.  Funds  were  made  available  from  Federal  and  State 
sources.  Since  there  were  no  questions  or  comments  from  the  voters 
a  vote  was  called.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  10.  Selectman  Bruce  Hodsdon  moved  and  George  Hickman  seconded  a 
motion  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  convey  any  real  estate  ac- 
quired by  the  Town  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed.  Such  conveyance 
shall  be  by  deed  following  a  public  auction,  or  the  property  may  be 
sold  by  advertised  sealed  bids  or  may  be  otherwise  disposed  of  as 
justice  may  require,  pursuant  to  RSA  80:80.  Hodsdon  commented 
that  this  was  the  third  year  this  article  has  appeared  on  the  Annual 
Warrant  and  that  it  gives  the  Town  flexibility  to  deal  with  any  pro- 
perties taken  by  the  Town  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed.  A  few  ques- 
tions were  directed  to  the  Tax  Collector  and  the  Selectmen  regar- 
ding the  numbers  of  properties  in  danger  of  being  deeded  to  the 
Town  for  unpaid  taxes.  Vincent  Drake  of  Bunker  Lane  Park  ex- 
pressed the  grave  concerns  of  the  mobile  home  owners  in  Bunker 
Lane  Park.  A  vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  11.     There  were  no  committee  reports  this  year. 


ARTICLE  12.  Senator  Jeanne  Shaheen  presented  Selectmen  Chairman  Dick 
Houghton  with  a  New  Hampshire  state  flag  which  had  flown  over 
the  State  House  in  Concord  on  November  16,  1992.  Carol 
Loughlin  asked  about  the  status  of  the  playing  fields  at  DeMerritt 
Park.  Selectman  Hodsdon  assured  the  citizens  that  the  fields  will  be 
back  in  use  this  spring  and  summer.  He  reported  that  two  baseball 
fields  will  be  cut  and  already  purchased  bleachers  will  be  assembled 
and  in  place  this  spring.  Gray  Cornwell,  responding  to  a  recent  arti- 
cle in  a  local  newspaper,  urged  Senator  Shaheen  to  vote  against  any 
bill    introduced    in    the    Senate    which    would    eliminate    Town 


Meetings  as  we  know  them.  Shaheen  stated  that  she  already  had  a 
chance  to  vote  against  changing  Town  Meeting  procedures. 

Selectman  Chairman  Dick  Houghton  presented  Robert  E.  Houston 
Jr.  with  a  certificate  of  appreciation  for  serving  the  Town  of  Mad- 
bury  as  its  Moderator  for  14  years  (1977-1991).  Dick  noted  that 
the  certificate  was  dated  March  10,  1992  (last  year's  Town 
Meeting)  but  that  Mr.  Houston  had  been  out  of  the  country  and 
unable  to  accept  his  award  at  that  time.  Feeling  duly  honored,  Mr. 
Houston  said  that  "Madbury  is  the  greatest  community  in  the 
world  because  of  all  the  people  who  volunteer  their  services  to  the 
town."  A  round  of  applause  was  offered  to  all  the  town  officals. 
Selectman  Houghton  highly  commended  all  the  volunteers  in  town 
who  contribute  to  Madbury's  community  functions;  specifically,  he 
mentioned  those  folks  who  deliver  Town  Reports,  serve  on  various 
Town  Boards,  serve  as  Volunteer  Firemen,  water  newly  seeded 
ballfields  during  drought  conditions,  maintain  various  small  parks 
throughout  town,  and  pitch  in  quietly  doing  things  all  over  town. 
He  then  invited  every  one  present  to  join  each  other  in  a  social  time 
complete  with  coffee,  cider  and  homemade  cookies. 

With  no  other  business  to  be  brought  up  at  this  time,  the  Moderator  adjourned  the 
meeting  at  8:28  P.M.  with  the  polls  remaining  open  until  9:00.  The  113  cast  ballots 
were  counted  and  the  meeting  was  officialy  adjourned  at  9:32  P.M.

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THE  REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  RANGER 

During  Calendar  Year  1993,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced  an  average 
number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were  campfires  left 
unattended,  unsupervised  children  and  debris  fires  that  escaped  control.  All  of  these 
fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help! 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention.  New 
Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any 
material  in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first  ob- 
taining a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  "Warden  of  the  town  where  the  bur- 
ning IS  to  be  done.  " 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  SI, 000  and/or  a  year  in 
jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many  towns 
in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1993  and  participated  in  many  fire  prevention 
programs.  This  year,  the  nation  is  celebrating  Smokey  Bear's  50th  anniversary.  The 
State  of  New  Hampshire  Forest  Protection  Bureau  will  be  working  with  many  com- 
munities to  spread  the  fire  prevention  message  -  "Remember... Only  YOU  can  pre- 
vent forest  fires."  Fire  prevention  is  the  most  cost  effective  fire  suppression  tool. 
Please  be  careful  around  fires  and  help  us  and  our  communities  have  a  fire  safe  year.

1993  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  work  reported  last  year,  in  conjunction  with  the  Lee  Commission,  on  ease- 
ment possibilities  on  Kingman  Farm  and  Lee's  Burleigh-Demerritt  Farm  resulted  in 
easement  proposals  being  sent  to  UNH.  As  yet  we  have  received  no  response. 

The  Commission's  forest  management  project  at  the  Pudding  Hill  property  is  set  to 
begin  at  this  writing  (January).  The  goals  of  the  harvest  are  to  enhance  habitat  and 
recreational  uses,  while  allowing  better  growth  of  species  with  commercial  value. 
Proceeds  from  the  cut  will  cover  all  expenses.  Any  surplus  will  be  used  to  produce  a 
management  plan  for  the    Bolstridge  Woods  property. 

We  continue  to  vsit  town-owned  parcels  with  an  eye  to  revising  the  1985  Inven- 
tory of  Properties  Owned  by  the  Town  of  Madbury.  A  few  additions  have  been 
made  to  town  holdings  since  then,  and  new  information  and  considerations  need  to 
be  incorporated  in  the  writeups  on  older  properties. 

Commission  members  attended  Planning  Board  meetings  from  time  to  time,  at- 
tended various  workshops  and  conservation  meetings,  and  carried  out  the  third  an- 
nual monitoring  of  the  Fernald  Easement. 

We  welcome  Betsy  Renshaw,  who  joined  the  commission  this  year  replacing  Drew 
Sanborn.  We  will  miss  Suzanne  Watson,  who  resigned  this  year  after  contributing 
ably  and  energetically  to  Commission  activities  since  1986. 

Townspeople  may  feel  free  to  bring  their  concerns  and  comments  to  the  commis- 
sion, either  by  letter  or  by  attending  the  meetings  on  the  fourth  Monday  at  7:30.

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CEMETERY  COMMITTEE  REPORT

The  establishment  of  a  Town  Cemetery  has  progressed  very  well.  The  Rules  and 
Regulations  for  the  cemetery  have  been  completed  and  were  approved  by  the  Mad- 
bury  Board  of  Selectmen  on  November  1,1993.  This  document  regulating  the  use  of 
the  Madbury  Town  Cemetery  is  printed  in  the  Town  Report  and  is  available  at  the 
Town  Office.  The  cemetery  plan  has  been  filed  with  the  Strafford  County  Registry  of 
Deeds. 

The  second  phase  of  site  development  is  about  90%  completed.  The  installation  of 
fencing,  gate,  shrubs  and  sign  need  to  be  done. 

The  committee  has  suggested  that  granite  posts  and /or  appropriate  trees  or  shrubs 
could  be  planted  by  families  who  wish  to  establish  a  memorial  at  the  Madbury  Town 
Cemetery.  These  would  serve  as  permanent  markers  for  the  cemetery  as  well  as  a 
memorial  to  a  family  or  family  member.  Anyone  wanting  to  make  this  type  of  dona- 
tion should  contact  the  Town  Office  or  a  Cemetery  Committee  member.  A  flag  pole 
could  serve  as  a  centerpiece  to  the  Cemetery  and  it  is  hoped  that  an  individual, 
business  or  organization  might  consider  this  donation. 

The  plots  are  currently  available  at  $300.00  (including  perpetual  care).  Each  grave 
plot  will  accommodate  one  conventional  burial  or  a  maximum  of  four  individual 
cremation  burials.  The  Committee  is  hoping  that  the  first  year  sale  of  plots  will 
enable  this  project  to  be  self  supporting.  The  Committee  has  asked  for  a  1994 
Budget  appropriation  of  $6000.  to  be  used  for  landscapting,  maintenance  and  to 
establish  bookkeeping  and  Trust  Fund  records. 

Additional  long  range  plans  of  the  Committee  are  to  expand  the  cemetery  area  into 
a  Memorial  Park.  The  intention  is  to  create  a  Memorial  Garden  to  be  used  as  a  quiet 
retreat,  an  area  for  Memorial  Services,  and  a  place  for  casting  ashes.

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MADBURY  MEMORIAL  PARK 

The  following  Rules  and  Regulations  were  accepted  by  the  Madbury  Board  of 
Selectmen  on  November  1,  1993.  The  Selectmen  shall  be  the  governing  body  of  the 
Park.  They  shall  appoint  the  Park  Superintendent  and  the  Cemetery  Committee, 
who  shall  be  governed  by  these  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  and  the  amendments 
thereof.  Any  additional  information  concerning  the  Madbury  Memorial  Park  is 
available  at  the  Madbury  Town  Office,  13  Town  Hall  Road,  Madbury,  NH  03820 
(603)-742-5131. 

SECTION  1:   PURPOSE  AND  INTENT 

For  the  mutal  protection  of  lot  owners  and  the  Memorial  Park  as  a  whole,  the 
following  rules  and  regulations  are  hereby  established  for  Madbury  Memorial  Park. 
All  persons  visiting  the  Cemetery  and  Memorial  Garden  will  be  expected  to  abide  by 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  herein  enacted  and  as  hereafter  amended,  which  are  in- 
tended to  assist  in  maintaining  this  Park  as  a  peaceful  and  attractive  area  as  well  as  a 
reverent  symbol  of  respect  for  the  deceased. 

SECTION  2:   GENERAL  RULES 

Madbury  Memorial  Park  will  be  closed  from  8  PM  to  8  AM  unless  otherwise  ar- 
ranged with  the  Park  Superintendent. 

The  only  vehicles  allowed  in  Madbury  Memorial  Park  are  those  strictly  there  for 
cemetery  related  reasons.  No  motorcycles,  bicycles,  minibikes,  snowmobiles,  all  ter- 
rain vehicles,  or  other  recreational  vehicles  will  be  allowed  in  the  Park.  No  trucks  or 
heavy  vehicles  will  be  permitted  in  the  Park  except  with  the  permission  of  the  Park 
Superintendent. 

No  children  allowed  in  the  Park  unless  accompanied  by  adults. 

No  dogs  or  horses  will  be  permitted  in  the  Park  at  any  time. 

Those  walking  through  the  Park  must  use  paths,  alleys  and  avenues  for  this  pur- 
pose. No  person  shall  walk  upon  or  across  lots  or  lawns  unless  it  it  necessary  to  gain 
access  to  a  particular  lot.  The  Park  expressly  disclaims  responsibility  for  loss  or 
damage  to  property,  or  injury  sustained  by  any  person. 

It  is  forbidden  to  enter  on  any  lot  (other  than  their  own),  distrub  anything  in- 
cluding monuments,  plants  or  flowers,  and  to  carry  away  anything  from  any  lot,  ex- 
cept with  the  permission  of  the  lot  owners.  (RSA  635) 

With  exception  of  Military  Escorts,  the  carrying  or  discharge  of  firearms  within 
the  Park  is  prohibited.  The  carrying  or  discharge  of  other  weapons,  such  as  bows 
and  arrows,  air  or  pellet  guns,  slingshots,  or  the  hurling  of  rocks  or  stones  is  also 
prohibited  within  the  Park. 
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SECTION  3:   TITLE  TO  PARK  PROPERTY  AND  BURIAL  LOTS 

Title  in  and  to  the  land  and  permises  set  apart  as  a  cemetery  and  known  as  Mad- 
bury  Town  Cemetery  is  now  and  shall  at  all  times  be  vested  in  the  Town  of  Madbury 
notwithstanding  any  lot  license  heretofore  or  hereafter  granted,  and  notwithstanding 
any  other  provisions  of  these  by  laws. 

The  Town  of  Madbury  may  issue  a  Burial  Lot  License  to  any  person  for  burial  of 
self,  family,  relatives  or  friends,  to  be  used  and  occupied  as  a  cemetery  lot  and  for  no 
other  use  or  purpose  whatever.  The  Town  reserves  the  right  to  limit  the  use  of  the 
Madbury  Town  Cemetery  to  residents  and  residents'  families  only. 

No  interment  shall  be  permitted  in  any  lot  until  satisfactory  financial  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  said  lot. 

No  monument  or  marker  shall  be  erected  on  any  lot  until  full  payment  of  the 
charge  for  the  lot  has  been  made. 

All  purchases  of  Burial  Lot  Licenses  are  made  through  the  Park  Superintendent. 
The  license-holder  of  the  lot  upon  which  no  burial  has  been  made  or  monument 
erected,  may  return  the  same  to  the  Town  of  Madbury,  and  receive  thereof  the 
amount  paid  for  said  license. 

The  transfer  of  a  lot  license  by  the  holder  may  be  made  to  any  person,  provided 
such  transfer  is  approved  by  the  Park  Superintendent  and  is  recorded  in  the  books  of 
the  Madbury  Town  Cemetery  and  the  Town  of  Madbury,  and  consent  of  the  Town 
must  be  endorsed  on  said  license  or  transfer.  The  Town  shall  fix  a  charge  for  all 
transfers  of  ownership  of  lot  licenses. 

SECTION  4:    CARE  OF  LOTS 

Perpetual  care  is  provided  for  all  lots  and  includes  the  cutting  of  grass  and 
maintenance  of  the  grounds.  It  is  intended  that  the  general  preservation  of  the  lots 
and  grounds  shall  remain  and  be  reasonably  cared  for  as  a  cemetery  grounds  forever. 

All  Perpetual  Care  funds  held  by  the  Town  of  Madbury  will  be  invested  by  the 
Town  of  Madbury  as  provided  by  law  to  be  expended  only  as  provided  by  the  Trust. 
In  no  way  shall  the  management  obligate  itself  to  expend,  for  such  lot  care,  a  sum  in 
excess  of  the  income  from  each  perpetual  care  fund.  In  no  case  shall  it  mean  the 
maintenance,  repair,  or  replacement  of  any  memorial,  tomb  or  mausoleum  erected 
or  placed  upon  a  lot,  nor  the  performing  of  any  special  or  unusual  work. 

SECTION  5:   INTERMENTS 

Arrangements  for  interments  must  be  made  a  minimum  of  twenty-four  hours  in 
advance  with  the  Park  Superintendent.  The  Park  will  be  open  for  the  interments 
from  8:00  AM  to  3:00  PM.

Directions  for  interment  must  be  given  and  satisfactory  financial  arrangements 
made  with  the  Park  Superintendent  prior  to  interment.  Fees  for  interment  are  given 
upon  request  by  caUing  the  Park  Superintendent.  These  fees  include  opening  and 
closing  of  grave,  and  related  maintenance  charges.  The  Park  shall  not  be  responsible 
for  errors  in  information,  instructions  or  directions  concerning  location  in  a  lot. 

Allowance  of  winter  internments  or  disinterments  will  be  determined  by  the  Park 
Supintendent. 

All  graves  must  be  lined  with  a  vault  or  box  of  permanent  material. 

The  person  giving  the  order  for  the  grave  will  be  expected  to  sign  an  order  of  inter- 
ment before  burial.  No  interment  can  be  made  unless  accompanied  by  a  proper 
Burial-Transit  permit. 

No  interment  of  two  or  more  bodies  shall  be  made  in  one  grave,  except  in  the  case 
of  mother,  and  child,  or  two  infants  buried  in  one  casket  simultaneouly.  Further 
variations  may  be  made  in  the  case  of  cremation  with  no  more  than  four  family 
cremations  in  one  grave  subject  to  the  regulations  for  markers  and  monuments. 

No  disinterment  or  removal  of  the  remains  of  any  body  will  be  permitted  except 
(a)  with  the  written  consent  of  the  lot  owner  or  a  member  of  the  family  and  (b)  with 
the  permit  required  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  A  seven  day  notice  is 
required  for  disinterment  or  removal. 

The  Madbury  Town  Cemetery  is  for  human  burials  only. 

SECTION  6:    MONUMENTS 

The  Park  Superintendent  of  the  Madbury  Town  Cemetry  has  no  desire  to  interfere 
with  the  individual  tastes  of  the  lot  owners  in  the  selection  and  erection  of 
monuments.  However,  the  right  is  reserved  to  forbid  or  remove  any  monument 
deemed  objectionable  by  the  Park  Superintendent.  To  this  end  it  is  required  that 
plans  for  all  monuments  and  markers  be  submitted  to  the  Park  Superintendent  for 
approval  prior  to  contracting  for  them. 

No  monument  may  be  erected  upon  any  lot  until  the  person  is  in  possession  of  his 
Burial  Lot  License.  Only  one  marker  per  grave  or  cremains  and  one  monument  per 
licensed  lot  is  allowed.  All  grave  markers  shall  be  set  level  with  the  surface  of  the 
turf,  neither  extending  above  nor  set  below  such  turf.  Only  one  monument  exten- 
ding above  the  ground  and  placed  in  the  designated  area  of  the  lot,  will  be  permitted. 

All  monuments  are  requied  to  have  a  foundations. 

Arrangements  must  be  made  through  the  Park  Superintendent  two  weeks  in  ad- 
vance of  the  day  the  stone  work  is  to  be  set.  Foundations  for  monuments  shall  be  4 
inches  longer  and  4  inches  wider  than  the  monument  to  rest  on  it.  All  Monument 
foundations  shall  be  no  less  than  4  feet  in  depth  and  shall  not  extend  above  the  turf. 
Foundations  must  be  paid  for  when  ordered.

Placement  of  markers  are  subject  to  the  Park  Superintendent's  approval. 

No  monument  or  marker  shall  be  constructed  of  any  material  other  than  cut  mar- 
ble, granite,  natural  stone,  or  real  bronze.  A  monument  or  marker  shall  not  exceed  a 
base  size,  from  side  to  side,  of  60%  of  the  width  of  the  licensed  lot. 

All  monuments  must  provide  a  space  for  placing  of  flowers  and  urns.  No  flowers 
or  urns  will  be  placed  directly  on  the  ground. 

Any  work  done  by  a  monument  company  is  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  lot 
owner.  Work  must  meet  standards  as  directed  by  the  Park  Superintendent.  On  all 
stone  work  the  turf  must  be  throughly  protected  from  damage. 

No  curbing,  corner  stones,  fencing  or  enclosures  of  any  kind  are  allowed. 

SECTION  7:   TREES,  PLANTS,  SHRUBS  &  FLOWERS 

All  planting  of  trees  and  shrubs  must  have  the  approval  of  the  Park  Superinten- 
dent. The  planting  of  trees,  flowering  plants  and  shrubs  are  limited  to  designated 
areas  within  the  Park.  No  permanent  planting  will  be  allowed  on  individual  lots. 
Any  pre-approved  planting  of  trees  and  shrubs  will  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Park 
Superintendent. 

Flowers,  wreaths,  baskets,  etc.,  left  on  lots  will  be  removed  by  Park  workers  after 
they  fade  or  become  unsightly.  All  flowers  and  urns  must  be  placed  on  the  base  of 
the  monument. 

No  glass  jars,  unsightly  metal  receptacles,  or  breakable  flower  containers  shall  be 
placed  on  lots.  True  floral  containers,  urns  and  baskets  are  recommended.  No  ar- 
tificial adornmens  shall  be  planted  or  placed  on  lots.  No  boxes,  shells,  toys,  or- 
naments, chairs,  settees  or  similar  unauthorized  items  will  be  permitted  upon  the 
lots. 

The  Park  will  not  be  responsible  for  loss  or  damages  to  urns,  floral  pieces,  baskets, 
or  frames. 

The  intent  of  the  Memorial  Park  is  to  create  an  attractive  expanse  of  park  grounds 
planted  with  appropriate  shrubs  and  trees.  Authorities  will  undertake  to  maintain,  as 
may  be  practical,  the  planting  of  trees  and  shrubs  to  preserve  the  Park  landscape 
features. 

SECTION  8:    ENFORCEMENT 

The  Park  Superintendent  and  Cemetery  Committee  are  hereby  empowered  to  en- 
force the  foregoing  Rules  and  Regulations  and  to  exclude  from  the  Park  any  person 
violating  such  rules  and  regulations.  They  shall  have  charge  of  the  grounds  and 
buildings  within  the  Park  and  shall  have  control  of  all  persons  visiting  the  Park. 
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Fines  and  penalties  for  violations  of  Park  rules  and  regulations  may  be  assessed  by 
the  Madbury  Board  of  Selectmen.  In  cases  of  vandalism  or  destruction,  persons  ap- 
prehended will  be  liable  to  pay  for  the  extent  of  the  damages.

SECTION  10:    MEMORIAL  GARDEN  AREA 

This  portion  of  the  Park  is  established  for  the  memory  of  those  not  accommodated 
by  the  Cemetery,  as  a  quiet  peaceful  garden  for  families  and  friends  of  Madbury 
residents. 

All  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Cemetery  area  apply  to  the  Memorial  Garden  as 
well. 

The  Memorial  Garden  may  serve  as  a  cremation  casting  site  or  as  a  Memorial  Ser- 
vice area.  No  burials  shall  take  place  within  the  Garden. 

Plaques  may  be  placed  on  the  memorial  stone/stones  as  approved  by  the  Park 
Superintendent.  Plaque  sizes  will  be  regulated  to  an  appropriate  size.  No  other 
monuments  or  markers  will  be  allowed  within  the  Memorial  Garden  without  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Park  Superintendent  and  Cemetery  Committee. 

Fees  for  plaque  mounting  and  service  will  be  established  periodically  by  the 
Cemetery  Committee  and  the  Park  Superintendent. 

The  foregoing  Rules,  Regulations  and  Fees  are  subject  to  amendments  as  may  be 
necessary  by  the  Cemetery  Committee.  Reasonable  public  notification  will  be  given.

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MADBURY  N.H.  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1993 

The  Madbury  Historical  Society  honored  the  225th  anniversary  of  the  town's 
founding  at  the  annual  Madbury  Day  celebration  with  the  introduction  of  a  com- 
memorative mug  featuring  a  drawing  of  the  Town  Hall.  The  drawing  was  done  by 
Peter  G.  Hall,  a  former  resident  of  Drew  Road.  Sales  of  the  mugs  have  increased  the 
balance  in  the  treasury  which  will  fund  future  projects. 

The  Society  continues  to  provide  four  programs  each  year  which  focus  on  in- 
teresting and  varied  aspects  of  history  relating  to  the  community,  region  and  state. 
This  year's  programs  featured  in  January  an  exhibit  of  memorabilia  relating  to 
Smokey  Bear  hosted  by  members  Al  and  Sylvia  Grimes;  in  April,  a  talk  by  Dr.  Robert 
Dishman  on  slave  ownership  in  the  area;  in  October,  an  oral  history  presentation  by 
the  Warner  Women's  History  Project  co-sponsored  with  the  Community  Club,  and 
in  November,  a  review  of  espionage  in  New  England  and  the  United  States  since  its 
founding  by  former  Madbury  resident,  Dr.  Douglas  Wheeler.  Summer  moseys  in 
July  and  August  bring  members  together  to  enjoy  history  in  a  more  recreational  set- 
ting. 

The  museum  collection  of  the  Madbury  Historical  Society  was  enriched  this  year 
by  significant  gifts  associated  with  the  history  of  the  community.  The  Ladies  Aid 
Society  of  the  Union  Congregational  Church  voted  to  store  the  "Signature  Quilt", 
begun  in  1914,  with  the  Historical  Society. 

Three  items  donated  by  Frank  Drew  are  a  small  agate-ware  pail  in  which  he  car- 
ried his  lunch  when  he  attended  the  Hayes  School  House  early  in  the  century,  a  uni- 
que farm-made  incubator  and  a  stone  last,  found  in  Madbury  many  years  ago,  which 
was  used  by  Indians  to  shape  moccasins.

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MADBURY  WATER  DISTRICT  REPORT  —  1993 

Much  of  last  year's  work  was  unfinished  and  thus  continues  into  1994.  This  in- 
cluded additional  well  water  sampling  and  testing  in  regions  of  the  town  where  data 
is  sparse,  and  development  of  a  computer  database  of  well  water  quality.  The  Board 
has  made  comments  on  the  water-related  issues  in  the  replacement  of  the  Scammel 
Bridge. 

Townspeople  should  be  aware  that  Madbury  Metals  has  been  cited  by  NH  DES 
as  having  adversely  affected  ground  water  quality  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  property. 
Tewksbury  Industries,  the  owner/operator  of  Madbury  Metals,  is  now  in  the  pro- 
cess of  developing  a  remedial  action  plan  to  remedy  the  situation.  The  Water  Board 
is  actively  monitoring  the  situation  and  giving  its  input  as  the  process  allows. 

Madbury  residents  that  have  any  water-related  questions  should  feel  free  to  con- 
tact the  Water  Board  members. 


LAMPREY  REGIONAL  SOLID  WASTE  COOPERATIVE 

1993  was  a  very  busy  year  for  Lamprey.  .  We  have  been  studying  many  possible 
solutions  to  Lamprey's  solid  waste  problems.  It  is  imperative  that  a  solution  be  found 
in  1994  that  a  majority  of  the  Towns  can  agree  on. 

As  a  result  in  changes  made  to  the  plant  in  1 992  this  was  our  first  full  year  that  we 
were  able  to  generate  steam  on  both  boilers  at  the  same  time.  Because  of  this  we 
generated  over  101,000,000  million  pounds  of  steam  which  was  38%  of  the  total 
steam  used  by  UNH  in  1993.  This  helped  offset  some  of  our  revenue  losses  caused 
by  a  very  large  drop  in  oil  prices. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  a  sucessful  1994,  however  we  know  revenue  will  be 
tight  due  to  the  present  low  oil  prices  which  is  used  to  set  our  steam  prices.

Squamscott  Home  Health  Inc.  remains  a  voluntary,  not-for-profit  home  and  com- 
munity health  agency  whose  primary  purpose  is  to  provide  health  care  services  to 
residents  of  the  communities  of  Dover,  Durham,  Lee,  Madbury,  and  Newmarket. 
Services  include  nursing,  home  health  aide,  homemaker,  physical  therapy,  occupa- 
tional therapy,  speech  therapy,  medical  social  services,  care  management,  and  health 
education /support  to  individuals  and  families,  special  groups,  and  the  community  as 
a  whole. 


Special  Note:  Due  to  an  increase  in  requests  for  homemaking  the  agency  has  added 
homemaker  care  to  its  roster  of  available  services. 

PROGRAM  OBJECTIVES: 

1.  To  provide  home  care  services  to  consumers  residing  in  communities  of  Dover, 
Durham,  Lee,  Madbury,  Newmarket  and  contiguous  communities  upon  re- 
quest. 

*  In  the  twelve  month  peroid  ending  10/31/93,  Madbury  services  are 
running  64%  ahead  of  the  twelve  month  period  ending  10/31/92. 
Madbury  is  receiving  7%  of  total  agency  services.  The  request  for 
town  support  is  equal  to  4%  of  the  support  requested  from  the  five 
towns. 

2.  To  determine  additional  needs  of  consumers  and  study  the  feasibility  of  adding 
those  services  not  available  through  other  sources. 

*  We  are  receiving  several  requests  to  provide  and /or  facilitate  a  variety 
of  support  group  services  to  patients  and  families  experiencing 
medically  related  stress.  Two  such  groups  have  already  been  formed 
and  we  plan  to  extend  assistance  to  another  by  providing  a  meeting 
place  and  our  social  worker  as  facilitator. 

3.  To  remain  fiscally  viable  and  retain  the  ability  to  make  all  medically  necessary 
services  available  to  all  persons  requiring  them  regardless  of  the  economic  status 
of  the  person. 

*  Squamscott  continues  to  be  fiscally  viable  but  the  current  down  trend 
in  the  local  economy  is  taking  a  toll  as  we  provide  more  discounted 
and/or  free  care  and  see  significant  reductions  in  support  from  United 
Way  and  other  donor  sources. 
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4.  To  measure  and  improve  the  quality  of  care  provided  to  children  from  birth  to 
six  years  of  age  in  need  of  achieving  their  best  possible  state  of  health. 

*  The  Child  Health  Program  added  preventive  and  diagnostic  dental  care 
services  to  enrolled  youngsters  age  3  to  6  years  with  partial  funding  from 
the  State  of  NH.  However,  no  state  funds  could  be  expended  for  pro- 
phylactic treatment  even  when  the  need  for  such  was  found.  By  using 
town  grants  and  other  agency  funds  all  children  received  the  treatment 
needed. 

5.  To  provide  nursing  assessment,  counselling,  and  health  guidance  to  elderly- 
persons  by  having  a  professional  nurse  available  on  a  regularly  scheduled  basis 
at  elderly  housing  settlements  and /or  town  halls 

*  We  do  not  have  any  plan's  at  this  time  to  reduce  these  services  in  1994.  It 
would,  however  come  under  consideration  if  we  should  have  expenses 
greater  than  our  income. 

6.  To  provide  nursing  assessment  and  counselling  to  the  general  public  on  a 
regularly  scheduled  basis  at  selected  sites  within  the  communities  served;  screen- 
ing for  hypertension,  diabetes,  cancer,  and  other  preventable  diseases. 

*  Screening  and  educational  clinics  are  held  monthly  in  the  town  of  Mad- 
bury.  This  service  would  also  be  considered  for  reduction  if  income  does 
not  keep  pace  with  expenses. 

7.  To  offer  a  comprehensive  program  of  hospice  services  to  terminally  ill  patients 
choosing  this  care. 

*  The  program  will  include  volunteers  trained  in  the  agency's  special  pro- 
gram for  this  specific  purpose.  We  now  have  on  staff  a  full  time  Master's 
level  medical  social  worker  with  lengthy  experience  in  volunteer  training, 
coordination,  and  patient /family  counseling.  The  agency  became  li- 
censed by  the  State  of  NH  and  certified  by  Medicare  as  a  Hospice  Agency 
in  September  of  1993.  This  resulted  in  the  change  in  name  to  Squamscott 
Visiting  Nurse  &  Hospice  Care. 

8.  To  provide  assistance  and  consultation  to  other  providers  of  health  and  human 
services  reaching  into  the  communities  to  screen  and  educate  the  public  for 
preventive  purposes. 

Agency  staffing  has  increased  61%  in  the  past  year  to  allow  additional  nursing, 
home  health  aide,  and  support  staff  to  meet  the  needs  required  by  an  agency  increase 
in  service  levels  of  48%  in  traditional  home  care.  Salary  increases  are  projected  to 
range  an  average  4%  in  1994. 

We  request  the  Town  of  Madbury  to  consider  an  increase  in  support  of  $65  to  a 
total  allocation  of  $2150.  a  3.1%  increase  over  the  allocation  for  1993.

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Durham  Ambulance  Corps  Annual  Report 

In  1993,  the  Durham  Ambulance  Corps  celebrated  its  25th  anniversary  of 
volunteer  service  to  the  communities  of  Durham,  Lee,  Madbury  and  UNH.  The 
Durham  Ambulance  Corps  is  a  private,  non-profit  volunteer  service  formed  in  1968 
in  memory  of  Dr.  George  G.  McGregor,  Durham's  "family  physician".  In  1968  the 
Corps  responded  to  215  calls  in  a  second  hand  ambulance.  In  1993,  the  Corps 
responded  to  755  calls  with  two  fully  equipped  state  of  the  art  ambulances,  but  our 
goals  remain  the  same  today  as  they  were  25  years  ago;  that  is,  to  provide  the  best 
possible  emergency  medical  care  to  the  communities  we  serve.  In  order  to  achieve 
this  goal,  Corps  volunteers  are  regularly  training  and  upgrading  their  skills.  In  the 
past  year,  we  have  doubled  the  number  of  practicing  paramedics  (who  perform  a  full 
range  of  Advanced  Life  Support  care),  and  tripled  the  number  of  EMT-Intermediates 
(who  start  IV's  and  administer  limited  medications)  on  the  Corps.  The  Durham  Am- 
bulance Corps  takes  pride  in  its  25  year  tradition  of  providing  some  of  the  most 
sophisticated  and  progressive  emergency  care  in  the  area. 

We  sponsored  many  educational  programs  in  1993,  both  for  our  members  and  the 
general  public.  These  programs  include  a  CPR  instructor's  course,  many  CPR  train- 
ing programs,  first  aid  training  for  child  care  providers,  defibrillation  training  for  our 
members.  In  early  1994,  we  will  be  hosting  an  Emergency  Medical  Technician- 
Intermediate  Course  for  our  members  who  wish  to  upgrade  their  training. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Corps  has  been  honored  with  many  awards  including  the 
Governor's  Volunteerism  Award  for  an  outstanding  adult  volunteer  group  in  Straf- 
ford County.  In  honor  of  our  25  years  of  volunteer  service,  the  Corps  was  presented 
with  an  Achievement  Award  presented  by  the  Exeter  Hospital  Department  of 
Emergency  Medical  Services,  a  Declaration  from  the  NH  House  of  Representatives, 
and  a  Commendation  from  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  a  Resolution  from  the 
Town  of  Durham  Town  Council. 

To  celebrate  the  Corps'  25th  anniversary,  a  banquet  for  current  and  former 
members  and  their  guests  was  held  in  May.  In  October,  the  Corps  sponsored  a  Safety 
Fair  which  was  attended  by  many  local  residents.  We  also  held  a  fund  drive  which 
raised  over  $8,000  through  the  generosity  of  area  residents. 

Our  goals  for  1994  and  beyond  include  expanding  our  present  quarters  or  obtain- 
ing a  new  home;  continuing  to  train  members  to  the  highest  level  possible;  tapping 
additional  funding  sources  including  patient  billing,  an  annual  fund  drive,  and 
grants.  We  are  expanding  our  public  education  programs  to  include  tours  for 
daycare  and  youth  groups,  first  aid,  safety,  and  CPR  training. 

In  1993  we  achieved  our  goals  of  improving  communications,  expanding  the 
availability  Advanced  Life  Support  care  provided  by  DAC  members,  and  training  our 
volunteers  in  Bloodborne  Pathogens  and  Hazardous  Material  Awareness  as  required 
by  OSHA.  We  have  achieved  our  goal  of  reducing  our  response  times;  in  1993  our 
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response  times  (time  interval  from  dispatch  until  the  ambulance  is  responding  to  the 
scene)average  1.5  minutes. 

We  owe  a  great  deal  of  thanks  to  the  communities  and  citizens  of  Durham,  UNH, 
Lee  and  Madbury  for  their  support  over  the  past  25  years,  and  look  forward  to  a 
continued  positive  relationship.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Durham,  Lee,  and 
Madbury  Fire  Departments,  the  Durham  UNH  Communications  Center,  and 
Durham,  UNH,  Lee,  and  Madbury  Police  Departments  for  their  support.  Most  of 
all,  we  would  like  to  thank  all  the  DAC  volunteers,  past  and  present,  for  their  many 
hours  of  dedicated  service.
